20  According  to  onr  invention  we  prodnce  such  antiseptic  paper  by  saturating 
ordinary  paper  witli  a  disinfecting  agent,  for  instance,  2  cent  of  formaldehyde, 
dissolved  in  1  cent  of  glycerine,  the  glycerine  serving  solely  to  make  the 
paper  pliable  and  moist. 

The  paper  thus  prodnced  may  I'e  made  up  for  sale  in  bundles,  rolls,  books  or 
2)  loose  leaves. 

Having  now  T>arlicularly  described  and  ascertair.ed  Ihe  nature  of  our  said 
invention  and  in  what  manner  the  same  is  to  be  performed,  we  declare  that  what 
we  claim  is:  — 

The  method  of  producing  antiseptic  paper  for  cleansing  telephones,  consist- 
30  ing  in  saturating  ordinary  ])aper  with  a  disinfectant  dissolved  in  glycerine,  all 
substantiafiy  as  and  for  the  purpose  set  forth.
